Pecoller C|rcaiintaiicet Ib Which 
He Began His PoUtical Career. 
Early Eiectloo Questioned. 



His First Election as Surrogate the 
Begiooiaj; of Influeoce 
as a Boiis.

When I went to Kingston he (Par- 
kon was In Ids first year as surr();;ate. 
The ICi'padllcaii lcai!<'rs nc< nst-d liiiu of 
being out of tiia plan-, for I'eter Can- 
tine, one of the ablest lawyers and 
moat esteemed and honored citizens of 
tbe atatp, had preceded him In oiKco 
and had iHfii bla opponent at a recent 
elpcUon. But the Democratic party, 
having met with a nomtier of success- 
es, had obtained the mastery of the 
county at last and devise*! and wovki'J 
with sucoeas a ayateru that Itad tilksl 
them with roufldi'ncu of tbeir iBVlnci 
bUlty. They no longer Itad any leapect 
for tlie rlghta of their opponents, or 
even for majorities on tbe other sWle 
The town of Klnffston, aurroundintt 
the city of tb«' same name, coverlnj; u 
large extent of wealthy farming terri- 
tory and indoding alao a portion of 
thf ("atskills In which were valuable 
blueatone iiuarrlea worked by fon*lgu 
era, all of whom voted the Democratic 
ticket and profited enormoualy In coa- 
aeqnence . gave Fatker hie fliwt major- 
ity in i>olltlcal life. This majority was 
drawn from two atone quarry pre- 
clncta which contained not more than 
190 votera, but gave Pariier OOO votea.

Tlie aame 150 "votera" who cost 
60U t.alliits for Parker levied (10.000 
taxes upon tho town for outdixir re- 
lief, but. though the men of property 
pn)testeil an,l went to law, u Demo- 
cratic court detided that they must 
pay, and they did. But the papers— 
the Kingston Dally Freeman and tbe 
KIngaton Journal— which I owned and 
edited took up ttie eubject and spent 
the entire winter pnbllahing theae ex- 
pendltnrea Item by item. Tbe same 
forces that gave Parker bis diabonest 
majority had absorUnl all the olHcea 
of tbe town and seemed etjulppeU for a 
long and luscious leiute of power. Jtui 
the people read tbe papers which ex- 
posed tbe rascalitiefl perpetrateil by 
the quarry atateamen. tiacked by a 
Democratle hoard oC auperyieora with 
more than a two-thlrda majority. 
There waa a new lieard to be elected 
in the apring, and not a day passed 
witliout tbe printing of from one to 
thr.'f colunins of Iii'iuoc ratic doings. 
The result wan a Hwccpiiin revolution, 
the Ucpubllcana clectnij; Mcventeen 
and the Demo<Tats nine luemliers 
When the new Itoard met almost the 
firat act was )o divide the town, set- 
ting off the little atone quarry section 
by Itaeif and creating tbe large town 
of Uiater, inhabited by prosperous 
farmers and manofacturera.

Tbe effei't upon tbe Democratic party 
waa terrible. More than half of the 
ieadera were driven out of office. Al- 
ntpet aiooe Paikwr rMnalned undlatnrb- 
ed. He had been el ec t ed tor ilz yeara, 
and before his term expired the coonty 
ha'd passed Into Republican control, 
the strict eat economy was Insisted U^ 
on, and wlien tbe Democrats bad the 
good fortune to elect one of their 
Domtfer he was a man of Integrity, and 
one by one the membm of tha old 
ring were dropped.
